Free Hostages, 
Yield To Police 


RANCHO CORDOVA, Calif. (AP) - 
Two teen-aged gu nmen walked calmly 
o u t o f a Sacramento area bank and 
su rrend ered after ho ld ing 25 ho stages, 
so me fo r mo re than sev en ho u rs. 


They left behind 17 u ninju red cap tiv es 
and $1 millio n in ranso m, the mo ney 
stacked neatly in six -inch high bu nd les 
alo ng o ne wall o f the bank. 
The d rama began sho rtly befo re no o n 
Frid ay and end ed after bank o fficials 
co llected the massiv e ranso m and 
d ro p p ed it thro u gh the bank’s night 
co llectio n chu te in 91 bro wn p ap er 
bags. 
At d ifferent tu nes d u ring the o rd eal, 
the gu nmen fo rced two wo men 
ho stages into the bank v au lt and tap ed 
a sho tgu n to their necks, said Bill 
Miller o f the Sacramento Co u nty sher­ 
iff’s o ffice. 
He id entified the y o u ths as Michael 
Mad igan, 19 , and Brian Yo u ng, 18, bo th 
o f Rancho Co rd o v a. Bo th were bo o ked 
initially fo r inv estigatio n o f armed 
ro bbery . 
Au tho rities said a third y o u th, who 
was no t id entified , was taken into 
cu sto d y and was being q u estio ned as a 
p o ssible p articip ant in the p lanning o f 
the ho ld u p .

“I can’t get a jo b. I can’t d o no thing. I 
hav e no mo ney . I’v e go ne hu ngry . My 
d ad ’s been sick. My o ld man almo st 
d ied ,” Mad igan said . 
“I’m go ing to blo w my brains o u t. I 
wo u ld n’t be d o ing this ex cep t I ju st 
need the mo ney . I can’t stand liv ing 
like I am .” 
Yo u ng said he p articip ated in the

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Su p reme 
Co u rt has agreed to make an early 
d ecisio n o n whether Presid ent Nix o n 
may withho ld White Ho u se ev id ence 
so u ght in the trials o f his fo rmer to p 
assistants. 
The high co u rt sched u led a Ju ly 8 
hearing o n the case, which centers o n 
argu m ents o v er the d o ctrine o f 
ex ecu tiv e p riv ilege. 
Simp ly p u t, the issu e is whether Nix o n 
may co ntinu e to claim the right to keep

I/eo n Jawo rski, the sp ecial Watergate 
p ro secu to r, say s his need fo r tap es and 
d o cu ments in the u p co ming Watergate 
co v er-u p trial transcend s the Pres­ 
id ent’s ex ecu tiv e p riv ilege. 
Meanwhile, o n Cap ito l Hill, Chairman 
Peter W. Ro d ino Jr. o f the Ho u se 
Ju d iciary Co mmittee ru led o u t o f 
o rd er a mo v e to call witnesses to testi­ 
fy abo u t the alleged p ay ment o f $75,000 
in hu sh mo ney to Watergate co n­ 
sp irato r E. Ho ward Hu nt Jr. 
Ro d ino said the imp eachment inq u iry 
ru les p ro hibit co nsid eratio n o f calling 
witnesses u ntil co mp letio n o f the initial 
p resentatio n o f ev id ence. 
Ro d ino also tu rned back witho u t a

Teen-Age Gunmen 
Free Hostages, 
Yield To Police 


RANCHO CORDOVA, Calif. (AP) - 
Two teen-aged gunmen walked calmly 
out of a Sacramento area bank and 
surrendered after holding 25 hostages, 
some for more than seven hours. 
They left behind 17 uninjured captives 
and $1 mil I ton in ransom, the money 
stacked neatly in six-inch high bundles 
along one wall of the bank. 
The drama began shortly before noon 
Friday and ended after bank officials 
collected the massive ransom and 
dropped it through the bank’s night 
collection chute in 91 brown paper 
bags. 
At different times during the ordeal, 
the gunmen forced two women 
hostages into the bank vault and taped 
a shotgun to their necks, said Bill 
Miller of the Sacramento County sher­ 
iff’s office. 
He identified the youths as Michael 
Madigan, 19, and Brian Young, 18, both 
of Rancho Cordova. Both were booked 
initially for investigation of armed 
robbery. 
Authorities said a third youth, who 
was not identified, was taken into 
custody and was being questioned as a 
possible participant in the planning of 
the holdup. 


29 School Buses 


Disabled By V an d als 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP)— Children 
in the well-to-do Indian Hill School 
District went to school anyway Friday 
after vandals disabled the system’s 29 
school buses during the night. 
School officials said all students 
arrived in private cars. There are no 
sidewalks in the suburb. 
Indian Hill Rangers said the vandals 
cut all the fan belts on the vehicles. 


Miller said the teen-age bandits burst 
into a shopping center bank and 
herded 24 customers and employes 
into a comer. 
About IOO policemen circled the bank 
and cordoned off surrounding streets 
and parking lots. 
The youths demanded the $1 million 
ransom and an assurance of free 
passage out of town in exchange for 
their prisoners. 
The youths agreed to release eight of 
the hostages in exchange for a sheriff’s 
corporal. 
Officer Robert Ruh stripped to the 
waist, walked into the bank and over 
the next five hours talked the youths 
into surrendering. 
“After I talked to both of them I 
figured it was just a matter of time,” 
he said. "I used every means I could to 
appeal to their logic.” 
In a televised interview during the 
ordeal, both gunmen said they 
desperately needed the money. 
“I can’t get a job. I can’t do nothing. I 
have no money. I’ve gone hungry. My 
dad’s been sick. My old man almost 
died,” Madigan said. 
“I’m going to blow my brains out. I 
wouldn’t be doing this except I just 
need the money. I can’t stand living 
like I am.” 
Young said he participated in the 
robbery because of personal problems 
“There was no food, I didn’t have a 
job, I have no transportation.” 
“I was crazy to do this and I regret 
doing it in a sense,” Madigan said. 
“But as long as I did it, I got what I 
want. I got to talk to people how this 
establishment gets stuff out of you.” 
The two youths lived next door to each 
other. Neighbors said both families 
were financially hard-pressed and that 
Madigan’s father was an invalid. 


Kissinger 
Sees Snags 
In Mid East 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger has told 
congressional leaders that three ob­ 
stacles remain in the way of a per­ 
manent Middle East peace. 
“In order, they were rectification of 
frontiers, Palestinian refugees and the 
question of Jerusalem,” Sen. John 
Tower, R-Tex., told reporters Friday 
after meeting with Kissinger. 
Kissinger met separately with 
President Nixon and the congressional 
leaders at the White House within 
hours after returning from a 33-day 
diplomatic marathon in the Middle 
East that produced a disengagement 
pact between Israel and Syria. The 
agreement was signed Friday in 
Geneva. 
During the afternoon, Kissinger also 
conferred in private for nearly two 
hours with the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. 
Kissinger told reporters that there 
was “still a long road to go” for a 
permanent Middle East settlement but 
that “the first step was the most diffi­ 
cult.” 
He identified that step as bridging 
“the wide gulf of mistrust” that 
separated Israel and Syria but said “I 
now believe the two sides have learned 
to listen” to each other. 
Nixon is expected to visit the Middle 
East beginning next weekend, and 
Kissinger indicated to reporters that 
he would accompany the President. 
Nixon also plans a trip to Moscow 
June 27. His travels come as the 
President 
faces 
impeachment 
proceedings in Congress and un­ 
derscore White House contentions that 
he remains a world leader despite 
domestic difficulties. 
The President is expected to stay in 
the Soviet Union for about a week, 
meeting first with Communist party 
chief Leonid Brezhnev in their third 
summit. 
Topics of discussion are expected to 
include strategic arms limitation and 
trade and commercial relations.

Supreme Court 
Takes Tape Case 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Supreme 
Court has agreed to make an early 
decision on whether President Nixon 
may withhold White House evidence 
sought in the trials of his former top 
assistants. 
The high court scheduled a July 8 
hearing on the case, which centers on 
arguments over the doctrine of 
executive privilege. 
Simply put, the issue is whether Nixon 
may continue to claim the right to keep 
secret communications he had with 
men who were once his closest 
associates, but who are now charged 
with crimes. 
I>eon Jaworski, the special Watergate 
prosecutor, says his need for tapes and 
documents in the upcoming Watergate 
cover-up trial transcends the Pres­ 
ident’s executive privilege. 
Meanwhile, on Capitol Hill, Chairman 
Peter W. Rodino Jr. of the House 
Judiciary Committee ruled out of 
order a move to call witnesses to testi­ 
fy about the alleged payment of $75,000 
in hush money to Watergate con­ 
spirator E. Howard Hunt Jr. 
Rodino said the impeachment inquiry 
rules prohibit consideration of calling 
witnesses until completion of the initial 
presentation of evidence. 
Rodino also turned back without a 
vote suggestions to release all or part 


of the evidence the committee has 
heard so far since the committee has 
met in closed-door sessions. But he di­ 
rected the staff to begin compiling the 
material for possible release later. 


The New Jersey Democrat also in­ 
dicated that few of the committee’s 
hearings would be open to the public. 
He said it was likely that sessions in 
which evidence is presented will be 
closed but that committee debates on 
consideration of evidence already 
presented will be open. 


In the case that the Supreme Court 
agreed to hear, U.S. District Judge 
John J. Sirica has ordered Nixon to 
turn over tapes and documents 
relating to 64 conversations Nixon had 
with his aides in the year following the 
original June 17, 1972, Watergate 
break-in. 
In persuading the Supreme Court to 
take the case, Jaworski is skipping 
over the U.S. Court of Appeals. 
Jaworski had argued that without 
quick action on the issue of subpoenas 
sent to the White House, the trial of 
seven men charged in the Watergate 
cover-up would be unfairly delayed. It 
is set to begin Sept. 9. 
Among those charged with obstruction 
of justice in the case are former Atty. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell, and former 


White House aides to Nixon, H.R. 
Haldeman and John D. Ehrlichman. 
In another Watergate case Friday, 
Jaworski found himself an ally of the 
White House. 


Ehrlichman and another exWhite 
House assistant Charles W. Colson are 
seeking notes and records they left 
behind in the White House. 
U.S. District Judge Gerhard Gesell 
backed Colson and Ehrlichman, but 
Jaworski said a compromise offered 
by Nixon’s lawyer, James D. St. Cair, 
“seems adequate at this time.” 
Jaworski suggested Gesell kill sub­ 
poenas delivered to the President. 


Ehrlichman, Colson and three others 
are accused of conspiring to violate the 
civil rights of Dr. Lewis Fielding, 
Daniel Ellsberg’s psychiatrist. The 
charges involve a break-in 
at 
Fielding’s Beverly Hills, Calif., office 
designed to obtain m aterial on 
Ellsberg, who leaked the Pentagon 
papers to news media. 
Gesell has agreed that the defendants, 
their attorneys and the special 
prosecutor should have access to the 
personal papers of the men. 
Nixon softened his previous position 
Thursday, by declaring a willingness 
to allow Colson’s and Ehrlichman's 
attorneys to review potential evidence. 
Milk Fund Report Blasts Nixon 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The staff of 
the Senate Watergate Committee says 
President Nixon’s order to raise 
federal milk price supports in 1971 
may have cost consumers and tax­ 
payers more than $300 million. 
“The President’s decision was ap­ 
parently worth anywhere from $300 
million to $700 million in extra income 
to dairy farmers,” the committee staff 
said in a draft report to committee 
members. 
“The cost was shared by the govern­ 
ment and American consumers,” the 
committee said. 
It said the extra cost came both in 
taxpayer outlays in government milk 
purchases and in increased prices to 
consumers as the decision pushed up 
retail milk prices. 
The 359-page draft report, a copy of 
which was obtained by The Associated 
Press, also said Nixon’s decision 
appeared to be directly linked to 
campaign contributions by the dairy- 
farmer lobby. The report also charged 
that serious deficiencies exist in 
Nixon’s argument that congressional 
pressure forced him to raise prices. 
It said the largest of the dairy 
cooperatives, 
Associated 
Milk 
Producers Inc., linked campaign 
donations and requests for govern­ 
ment favors even as early as its first, 
secret, $100,000 cash gift to Nixon in 
1969, according to testimony by former 
Nixon fund-raiser Herbert L. Kalm- 
bach. 
The Watergate Committee report said 
the White House overstated the 
strength of congressional support for a 
price increase. 
The White House conceded that 
President Nixon was aware that dairy 
GRAFFITI 


men promised to donate $200 million to 
his campaign when he raised prices, 
but it denies this promise influenced 
him. 


In addition, the White House argued 
that the retail price of milk rose less 
than the general rate of inflation after 
Nixon’s price increase. But the com­ 
mittee said the cost of milk to con­ 
sumers actually would have declined 
had Nixon not increased the support 
level. 


The committee staff said the price 
increase ordered by Nixon actually 
was about one cent per IOO pounds 
more than would have been granted by 


those members of Congress who 
supported bills to boost prices. The 
report also said a congressional price 
increase would have been less helpful 
to the dairy men because it would have 
come later than Nixon’s. 
The staff report was written prin­ 
cipally by Democratic staff members 
David Dorsen and Alan Weitz. A 
second report dealing with apparently 
illegal political donations by dairy men 
to Democratic presidential can­ 
didates, including Rep. Wilbur D. Mills 
and Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, is 
being prepared by Republican staff 
members and should be circulated to 
the committee soon. 
Heavy Rains Hurt 
Nation's Farmers 
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DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) — “I’ve 
been farming all my life, and this 
situation is very bad,” says Iowa 
farmer Kirk Bennett. 
“Two weeks ago it looked like the 
biggest crop we’d ever have — before 
this rainy spell set in.” 
Bennett, 52, who farms near Mapleton 
in western Iowa, echoed the thoughts 
of thousands of farmers in the upper 
Midwest whose crops are in jeopardy 
because of prolonged spring rains. 
Crop production problems caused by 
heavy 
rains 
aren’t 
universal 
throughout nine Midwestern states 
surveyed Friday. Some even have 
drought areas, while others are ex­ 
periencing normal spring planting. 
Severe damage to com and small 
grain crops appeared most likely in a 
wide east-west belt across central 
Iowa, portions of North Dakota and Il­ 
linois and in Minnesota’s Red River 
Valley. 
Iowa farmers didn’t get all their com 
crop planted before four weeks of 
sustained heavy rain began. 
Iowa Gov. Robert Ray said an 
assessment is being made to deter­ 
mine if Iowa farmers should seek 
federal disaster loans. 
“The situation in northwest Minnesota 
is very serious and becoming critical,” 
said Minnesota Agricultural Commis­ 
sioner Jon Wefald. 
“We have asked for a disaster 
designation and federal assistance 
because of the heavy rainfall and the 
late, cold spring which prevented 
farmers from planting,” he said. 
Illinois and Iowa farmers must soon 
decide whether to switch to early- 
Israelis, Syrians Trade W ar Prisoners 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Joyous crowds in Damascus and Tel 
Aviv greeted the first returning 
prisoners of the October war today as 
Israel and Syria began the exchange of 
wounded POWS promised in their 
disengagement pact. 
Red Cross medical planes left the two 
cities minutes apart this morning 
carrying 38 repatriated prisoners, 
some legless or in casts. 
An hour later, 12 wounded Israeli 
soldiers stepped off the chartered 
Fokker Friendship plane at Ben- 
Gurion airport near Tel Aviv to kisses, 
tears and flowers from miniskirted 
women soldiers. 
At about the same time 25 Syrians and 
one Moroccan arrived to a wildly 
emotional welcome in Damascus. Red- 
bereted military police forced a mob of 


hundreds from the plane to enable the 
POWs to disembark. 


Women wailed and men cheered in 
Damascus as the plane taxied to a halt. 
But a hush fell over the mob as the first 
wounded man was carried out by 
stretcher, legless, he sat rigidly 
upright, his right hand cocked in a 
military salute. 


Prem ier Golda Meir, Defense 
Minister Moshe Dayan and Chief of 
Staff Lt. Gen. Mordechai Gur were 
among hundreds who greeted the 
returning Israelis. 
“This is the first stage of the end of the 
war,” said Dayan as the men, some in 
bandages and in casts, boarded am­ 
bulances for a brief drive to Tel Hash- 
omer hospital. 
He pledged that Israeli troops would 


not budge from the Syrian front “until 
all our prisoners are back.” 
In related developments, Syrian and 
Israeli generals planned to meet today 
in Geneva on other details of the 
agreement, aided by Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger and signed 
by the two sides Friday. 


The Golan Heights front, scene of 81 
days of Israeli and Syrian battles, 
became quiet shortly after the signing. 


Israel and Syria agreed in the 
disengagement pact to swap wounded 
prisoners of war within 24 hours of the 
signing of the agreement. Other 
prisoners are to be exchanged after the 
generals finish their discussions in 
Geneva, for which five days have been 
allotted. 
The Israelis say they hold 392 Syrians, 


IO Iraqis and six Moroccans captured 
on the Syrian front. Syria reports 
holding 68 Israelis, three of them civil­ 
ians. 


Sources in Geneva speculated that the 
military teams, headed by Maj. Gen. 
Herzl Shafir, Israel’s chief of armed 
forces operations, and Gen. Adnan Ta- 
yara of Syria, might finish their work 
in less than five days. They are 
working on such matters as how Syria 
and Israel will thin out their forces and 
the exact disengagement lines. 


Palestinian politicians and guerrilla 
leaders planned to meet in Cairo today 
to discuss whether to join the Middle 
East peace talks scheduled to resume 
in Geneva or to continue their 26-year 
struggle against Israel. 
Reports said they were sharply 


divided over what course to take. 
The Palestinians also planned to 
discuss the possible creation of a 
separate Palestinian state in the Gaza 
Strip and the west bank of the Jordan 
River if Israel should give up those 
territories. 
In other developments: 
—The Beirut newspaper An Nahar 
reported that the United States and 
Syria, which broke relations during the 
1967 Arablsraeli war, have decided in 
principle to resume relations. 


—Washington sources said President 
Nixon may visit Syria during his 
Middle East trip this month. He is 
expected so far to stop in Egypt, 
Israel, Saudia Arabia and probably 
Jordan. Nixon is due to make a week­ 
long trip to the Soviet Union on June 27.

Miller explains. “ With hundreds of 
plants and nearly that many bugs 
affecting these plants, pesticide 
manufacturers can’t possibly afford 
the research for label clearance on 
each of these uses. So, what we are 
running into is that the label of 
malathion, for example, doesn’t have 
every bug and every plant listed on it.” 
Malathion, because it works, has 
been used on numerous plants and 
insects in the past. 
To overcome the lack of registered 
pesticides on various plants against 
specific insects, M iller has re­ 
examined labels that can be used 
legally. Most of these pesticide names 
are unfamiliar to home gardeners and 
they are much more toxic than the old 
“ standbys,” Miller says. 
To keep you informed on changes 
and legal uses of these pesticides, 
Miller has prepared a single sheet, 
titled “ Pertinent Information About 
Ornamental Pesticides Recommended 
in Ohio Extension Bulletin 504.” This 
sheet lists various pesticides and in­ 
formation relative to toxicity, for­ 
mulations, trade names and chemical 
names, and other pertinent facts.

Cutterbar or header loss — 0.2 
bushels per acre: This type of loss is 
usually the largest for the average 
operator and may exceed 1 bushel per 
acre. 
Cylinder loss or unthreshed heads — 
0.2 bushels per acre: Don’t try to 
reduce this loss to zero as over 
threshing will cause rack and shoe 
losses to increase. 
• 
Rack loss — 0.1 bushels per acre: 
Shoe loss — 0.1 bushels per acre: 
Rack and shoe losses may be much 
higher due to overloading this part of 
the combine — watch height of cut, 
ground speed and weed problem. 
A quick, easy method for measuring 
losses is to make a harvest loss count 
at the rear of the combine and across 
the full swath cut by the machine. An 
average of 20 wheat grains per square 
foot of acre represents a loss of about 2

To overcome the lack of registered 
pesticides on various plants against 
specific insects, Miller has re­ 
examined labels that can be used 
legally. Most of these pesticide names 
are unfamiliar to home gardeners and 
they are much more toxic than the old 
“standbys,” Miller says. 
To keep you informed on changes 
and legal uses of these pesticides, 
Miller has prepared a single sheet, 
titled “Pertinent Information About 
Ornamental Pesticides Recommended 
in Ohio Extension Bulletin 504.” This 
sheet lists various pesticides and in­ 
formation relative to toxicity, for­ 
mulations, trade names and chemical 
names, and other pertinent facts.

operation of the grain combine, ac­ 
cording to Delbert M. Byg, Extension 
Agricultural Engineer, Ohio State 
University. 
With 40-bushel-per-acre wheat at $3 
a bushel, that amounts to $7.80 per 
acre — left in the field. That loss can be 
cut to I per cent (4-10 of a bushel per 
acre), or $1.20 worth of wheat per acre, 
by doing a better job of combining, the 
engineer points out. That’s a net 
saving of $6.60 per acre! 
Here’s what to do, says Byg: Know 
where to expect grain losses. Know 
how to quickly measure these losses. 
Know losses to expect from different 
components of your combine when 
doing a good job of combining. Know 
machine adjustments and operating 
practices that will give the least loss. 
The sources of loss along with the 
loss levels to match or beat are listed 
by the engineer as follows: 
Cutterbar or header loss — 0.2 
bushels per acre: This type of loss is 
usually the largest for the average 
operator and may exceed I bushel per 
acre. 
Cylinder loss or unthreshed heads — 
0.2 bushels per acre: Don’t try to 
reduce this loss to zero as over 
threshing will cause rack and shoe 
losses to increase. 
Rack loss — 0.1 bushels per acre: 
Shoe loss — 0.1 bushels per acre: 
Rack and shoe losses may be much 
higher due to overloading this part of 
the combine — watch height of cut, 
ground speed and weed problem. 
A quick, easy method for measuring 
losses is to make a harvest loss count 
at the rear of the combine and across 
the full swath cut by the machine. An 
average of 20 wheat grains per square 
foot of acre represents a loss of about 2

In following this suggestion, 4-H’ers 
are reminded that good health depends 
upon many things, including proper 
nutrition, well-fitted clothing and 
Strawberry 
Plants Need 
Extra Care

Those newly set strawberry plants 
need special care this season. If fruit 
are allowed to develop the first season 
after planting, next 
year’s plant 
growth will be reduced, says James D. 
Utzinger, Extension Horticulturist at 
The Ohio State University. 
Homeowners with only a few plants 
may remove flower stalks by hand as 
they appear. 
Some com m ercial 
growers use a specially designed comb 
to facilitate flower removal. 
Utzinger says plants should receive 
careful cultivation throughout the 
season to control weeds. Frequent 
shallow cultivation in one direction 
only is best, he explains. Infrequent, 
deep cultivation can damage the 
strawberry plants. Cultivation also 
helps keep runner plants within the 
allotted row area and permits easier 
rooting of runner plants, he says. 
Recommended 
weed 
control 
chemicals may be used to aid in weed 
control during this period. 
Fertilizer application are seldom 
needed during the growing season. 
However, if the plants appear light 
green and do not grow off well, 
sidedress with nitrogen fertilizer about 
a month after planting. Anniv IOO to 125 
pounds of ammonium nitrate, 33.5N, or 
equivalent per acre. On small plant­ 
ings, apply 1-4 to 2 pounds per IOO feet 
of row. Avoid getting fertilizer on the 
plant leaves. 
A sim ilar application may be 
broadcast over the planting about 
August I, if the plants again show light 
green leaves. Apply fertilizer on a dry' 
day and brush any off the leaves to 
protect plants against fertilizer bum. 
Fertilizer applications in the spring of 
the fruiting year are likely to cause 
soft berries and reduce yields. 
Provide water and pest control 
measures as needed, Utzinger says.

Cutworms

Cutworms are busy cutting down 
newly set tomato plants. And at the 
price of plants this year, it will pay the 
home gardener to provide some type of 
protection. 
Extension Entomologist Richard L. 
Miller says cutworms are common in 
grassy or weedy areas and where you 
have turned under a green manure 
crop or heavy sod. Surface feeding 
cutworms 
include the black, the 
bronze, clay-backed, 
and dingy 
species. They damage your plants by 
cutting them off at ground level, and 
they come out at night when you are 
not around to see them. 
Home gardeners with only a few 
plants can protect them with strips of 
paper. Just wrap a strip of paper 
around the stalk or main stem before 
you set the plants in the soil, says The 
Ohio State University specialist. 
Another home remedy is the use of 
milk cartons. Cut the top and bottom 
out of a half gallon milk carton and 
then cut the carton in half. Place 
halves over plants and sink them about 
an inch into the soil. 
Home gardeners with too many 
plants for these methods of protection 
may want to use an insecticide, Miller 
says. This pest can be controlled by 
applying Sevin when the plants are 
first set, followed by two more ap­ 
plications at weekly intervals. Use the 
50 per cent wettable powder for­ 
mulation of Sevin at the rate of 4 
tablespoons per gallon of water. Spray 
the plant and soil around the plant. 
Spectracide may be used at the rate 
of 15 fluid ounces per 1,000 square feet 
of soil. 
Before setting out 
your 
tomatoes, mix the 15 fluid ounces in 
enough water to thoroughly cover the 
area, then mix it into the top 4 inches of 
soil.

Uke a kite flying out ahead, the 
dream tugged the dreamer into a new 
material reality: a new house, more 
money, education, a second car, a 
color TV set. 
All through the 1960s families found 
that it paid to dream because there 
was an excellent chance of turning 
dreams into reality. America was 
always on the verge of something ex­ 
citing. 
The credit suppliers realized that 
money was needed to translate the 
dream, and so they made the down 
payment smaller, the terms easier. 
Buy now, pay later. 
The stock market was like an 
elevator, lifting many people to new 
financial achievements. Everyone was 
playing the game. The number of 
shareholders doubled to 31 million. 
Companies were formed just to 
provide a vehicle for investor money. 
New issues sometimes doubled their 
offering price in hours, the belief being 
their future was unlimited. 
Some companies became con­ 
glomerates, assembling into one unit a 
medley of existing companies that was 
supposed to produce a new compo­ 
sition called synergism, in which the 
whole exceeded the sum of the parts. 
Now, it seems, if the dream is still out 
there at all, the string is broken. 
The various consumer surveys show 
conclusively 
that 
millions 
of 
Americans simply do not believe in the 
immediate future. They feel inflation 
is robbing them. Aren’t the big in­ 
creases in the essentials—food, 
housing, medicine? 
The buying power of the production 
worker’s paycheck is down 5.6 per cent 
in a year. 
Education? Five thousand dollars for 


room-board-tuition at a prestige 
school? It’s still a pretty dream, but 
who can afford it? 
Forget buying that home for the time 
being. If you can get a mortgage at all, 
you probably can’t afford the house. 
Save up for the down payment, and you 
need twice as much as a few years 
before. 
Besides, there are a lot of bills to be 
paid, and it seems to be getting harder 
to pay them.

Speaking Of Your Health

The importance of aspirin as a 
beneficial drug has never been un­ 
derestimated. Except for people who 
are prone to stomach ulcers and those 
who have some bleeding tendency, 
aspirin still remains one of the most 
frequently used drugs. 
Now, researchers have 
released 
important new studies that suggest 
that aspirin may be significant in the 
prevention of coronary heart attacks 
and stroke. 
This concept originated when it was 
found that patients treated with large 
doses of aspirin for rheumatoid ar­ 
thritis seem to have a lower frequency 
of heart attacks. Two separate groups 
of scientific investigators, one from 
Wales and the other from Boston, 
recently released interesting statistics 
to substantiate this idea. 
Although the reports are not entirely 
conclusive, there is sufficient interest 
to warrant extending the study. The 
project would involve a large segment 
of the population, to seek proof that 
aspirin may have a useful effect in the 
ultimate prevention of some types of 
heart attack. 
Because aspirin is such a readily 


available drug, there may be a temp­ 
tation for some people to go on a self- 
established regime of daily doses. 
This, of course, should not be done 
without the specific supervision of a 
doctor. 


The warning to cook all pork 
thoroughly, until it is white, is oc­ 
casionally carelessly overlooked. 
The trichinella spiralis, responsible 
for trichinosis, still presents a sizeable 
threat to people who have eaten 
contaminated pork. 
Previously, a very complicated, 
time-consuming test for trichinosis 
was the only one available. 
Now, Dr. Dickson Despommier, of 
the Columbia Presbyterian Medical 
Center, and Dr. Miklos Muller of 
Rockefeller University in New York, 
have devised a brilliant test which can 
determine the presence of trichinosis 
within an hour. 
The importance of this, of course, is 
that early treatment can be started to 
avoid complications of this disease. Of 
course, prevention of trichinosis by 
thorough cooking is even more im­ 
portant.

But the department’s report on Friday 
also included a signal that retail food 
prices may have climbed again in May 
after dropping in April, indicating that 
lower farm prices may not have been 
Construction 
Union Strike 
At Cincinnati 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) — More than 
4,000 construction workers struck at 
midnight today in the Greater Cin­ 
cinnati area and two more are voting 
on whether to walk out over the 
weekend. 


The walkout started after ll unions 
failed to reach an agreement with the 
Allied Construction Industries of 
Cincinnati. 
Construction officials feared the 
walkout might paralyze construction 
for miles around as it did during an 86- 
day strike in 1968. 


“It the strike continues, construction 
will come to a grinding halt,” said 
Howard L. Knauf, managing director 
of the Allied Construction industries of 
Cincinnati. 
Hod carriers, laborers and pipefitters 
walked out Friday afternoon. 
Teamsters struck the seven ready- 
mix concrete firms in the area at 
midnight. 


Other unions striking include the 
asbestos 
workers; 
bricklayers; 
marble setters; marble, terrazzo and 
tile helpers; painters, and plasterers, 
leathers and roofers elected to wait 
five days for a possible agreement 
before walking out. 
Unions comtemplating strike action 
include the carpenters, cement 
masons, electricians, engineers, 
ironworkers, millrights, piledrivers, 
plumbers, rodmen and sheet metal 
workers. 


Three construction jobs were ex­ 
pected to be among the first affected: 
the nuclear power plant at Moscow, 
Ohio; a second power plant owned by 
Cincinnati Gas & Electric Co. along the 
Ohio River and the new Cincinnati Bell 
Telephone Co. building downtown.

The report said that as of May 15 farm 
fam ilies—who shop where other 
consumers do- paid 2 per cent more 
for groceries than they did on April 15. 
Department economists say the food 
price estimate, which showed up only 
as a brief item in the farm report, 
should not be considered as reliable as 
other government figures collected 
specifically for that purpose. However, 
there is some evidence the 2 per cent 
increase from mid-April indicated by 
the report could be on target. 
For example, in its report a month 
earlier, the department said farmers 
paid 0.5 per cent less for food on April 
15 than they did on March 15. When the 
Bureau of I^abor Statistics issued its 
report on May 21, the official food price 
index was down 0.4 per cent. 
The Ixibor Report for May will not be 
issued for another three weeks. 
Meantime, the USDA report Friday 
showed mixed benefits for both con­ 
sumers and farmers. 
In addition to decreases for livestock, 
the 4 per cent skid was prompted also 
by lower farm prices for wheat, eggs 
and cotton. Higher prices were 
reported for potatoes, hay and melons. 
The over-all decrease was the third in 
a row. Farm prices declined 4 per cent 
from Feb. 15 to March 15 and 6 per cent 
in the month ended April 15. 
Cattle averaged $37.50 per IOO pounds 
at mid-May, down from $39.20 in April 
and the record of $51.70 last August. 
Hogs were $26.30 per hundredweight, 
compared with $30.60 in April and a 
peak of $56.50 last summer. 
Wheat, which has dropped steadily 
from its farm peak of $5.52 per bushel 
last February, was $3.52 per bushel, 
down 46 cents from April. 
Prices farmers paid to meet expenses, 
meanwhile, climbed two-thirds of one 
per cent during the month and 
averaged 15 per cent above May 15, 
1973.

their place in the so-called ‘normal’ 
society,” Mrs. Gilligan wrote. 
She urged the auxiliary to reconsider 
its policy so that the program will not 
be operating in a way “that should 
have long ago been rejected as arch­ 
aic.” 
Robert Tenenbaum, Gilligan’s press 
secretary, said the governor is op­ 
posed to the policy, but will participate 
because he “ feels it would be unfair to 
penalize all the other participants who 
didn’t have anything to do with making 
up that rule.”

CINCINNATI, Ohio (A F )- The body 
of a brown-haired teen-age boy may go 
to a grave in potters field if police are 
unable to find someone related to him. 
The youth, with only a dime and a 
religious tract in his pocket, was run 
down and killed on Interstate-75 in 
Cincinnati May 14 by a hit and run 
driver. The driver was captured by a 
passing truck driver and was charged 
with driving while drunk. 
Hamilton County Coroner Dr. Frank 
Cleveland said he will keep the body in 
the morgue for about a year while all 
attempts to identify the boy are 
exhausted. 
He said the youth’s fingerprints were 
sent to the F B I in Washington but 
doubts that will help. The boy was too 
young to have been in military service, 
he said. If he was arrested anytime, 
his fingerprints probably won’t be on 
file because he is a juvenile. 
Cleveland said the boy had no beard or 
mustache but his hair was seven in­ 
ches long. He wore a blue pullover 
sweater with gray piping, black pants 
and blue tennis shoes. 
Near the body was a hand lettered 
sign, “ Columbus.” 
Also in his pants pocket was a sheet of 
paper, half of it printed like a $5 bill. 
The other half carried the message: 
“ Disappointed? Jesus isn’t a count­ 
erfeit. He's real and you can know him 
in

“ As you may know, I have spent a 
great deal of time during the past 
several years traveling throughout 
Ohio to promote what I call ‘child 
advocacy’ — attempting to show the 
people of Ohio that many socalled 
handicapped youngsters are in fact 
capable of leading normal, productive 
lives if they are given the chance,” 
Mrs. Gilligan said. 
“ Too many young people have been 


consigned to a life of dependency 
simply because those who could have 
helped them chose instead to treat 
them as helpless cripples rather than 
as intelligent, capable men and women 
who, with a minimum of help and 
understanding, could be ready to take 
their place in the so-called ‘normal’ 
society,” Mrs. Gilligan wrote. 
She urged the auxiliary to reconsider 
its policy so that the program will not 
be operating in a way “ that should 
have long ago been rejected as arch­ 
aic.” 
Robert Tenenbaum, Gilligan’s press 
secretary, said the governor is op­ 
posed to the policy, but will participate 
because he “ feels it would be unfair to 
penalize all the other participants who 
didn’t have anything to do with making 
up that rule.”

secutive game Friday night, 
downing Pittsburgh 7-5. 
Meanwhile, in the East, a 
lovely May came to a dreary 
conclusion for the Phillies, 
who saw their stay at the top 
of the division end along with 
the month Friday night when 
they bowed to the San 
Francisco Giants 6-2.

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Luken Eyes 
Formula 
On Medicare 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P )- U.S. Hep. 
Thomas Luken, D-Ohio, said he is 
preparing a legislative formula that 
might encourage physicians, who are 
turned 
off 
by 
“ bureaucratic 
procedures,” to cooperate in Medicare 
programs. 
Luken said here Friday he has con­ 
ducted an investigation of Medicare in 
Ohio and found that “beneficiaries are 
getting the short end of the deal in 
Ohio.” 
Physicians have their choice of ac­ 
cepting 
M edicare 
patients 
on 
assignment or non-assignment, he 
said. On assignment, the Medicare 
payments are considered the entire 
fee. On the other, the doctor bills the 
patient directly with fees in addition to 
the Medicare payments, Luken said. 
“Ohio has a dismal 30 per cent 
assignment rate,” Luken said. “The 
national average is 50 per cent, and 
some states have an 80 per cent 
assignment rate. 
“What this means is that seven out of 
IO Ohioans in the Medicare program 
end up paying large doctor bills on top 
of the 20 per cent co-insurance and the 
$60 deductible they already have to 
pay.” 
The Ohio doctors’ assignm ent 
decisions sometimes are based on the 
patient’s ability to pay, Luken said. 
In other cases, the doctors may not 
wish to participate in “the complex 
and 
bureaucratic 
procedures” 
required by Medicare, and elect to 
handle their own billing.

his 
formula 
“will 
eliminate the red tape, encourage 
physicians to take cases 
on 
an 
assignm ent basis and save the 
Medicare patient from high, out of 
pocket, expenditures.”
